cently pointed out with clearness and force 
the fact that all the traffic crimed overland 
to San Francisco was ferried across the 
bay, delivered by cars at the foot of Fourth 
street and trucked to the wholesale houses 
on Front, Battery and bansome streets, 
and when tbe goods were sold the cost ot 
returning them to Oakland had to be paid 
by tbe customer or lost by ttie merchant. 
In short, the focal center of commercial 
lines is at Oakland, and the movement of 
freight to «ud from San Francisco at that 
point is n useless expenditure ot force, time 
and money. Jo understand the true signifi- 
cance of this requires no hard thinking. 
First it must be considered as a force in- 
herent in the situation, and a force which 
will work out results in the future. To 
what results do these forces tend 1 Simply 
to the establishment at Oakland of a com- 
mercial center.

The estuary lying between Oakland 
and Alumeda i» just ss valuable for com- 
mercial purposes aa the water front of Bail 
Francisco bay. 
"Latterly there has been a strong tend- 
ency in the direction of removing tbe 
manufacturing interest* of the city of San 
Francisco to the Straits ot" Carqninez.

bridge. The bridge will be equivalent to

The law governing the location of cities in

Straits ot Carquinez are not in a true 
•lense a point of ocean transportation. 
-Ships do not sail through the Golden Gate 
!o the straits. 
A question of towage is 


involved, and this must be added to the 
cost of ocean freights. What is meant by 
ihe terminus of ocean transportation is 
that uoint at which ships find &afo har- 
borage without towage, for when the lat- 
;er element is introduced it ceases to be 
<;cean and becomes inland water trans- 
•,iortation. The people of Seattle rand T«- 
.-oma have an endless dispute as to where 
the commerce of the 
Northwest is to 


localize on the bays of that region. 
The 


question could be'deteruiineil by the appli- 
••ation of the foregoing rule. 
At Oakland, 


nilotaze alone is charged to ocean trans- 
portation, and after the bridging of tho 
straits of Carquinez, all lines of rail, nonh 
and east, soutti and southeast, will localize 
»t Oakland harbor. 
At that point it, meets 


transportation by ocean as completely as 
at any point beyond. 
All movement, 


therefore, beyond that point incurs a loss, 
ami this violates tbe, law nf the highest 
t-conomy.
